The fire started at the east side of 
the entrance to the cafion, and imme- 
liately started up the steep and lofty 
slopes which formed the east wall of 
ine cafion.

SANTA CATALINA ISLAND. 


Steamer Hermosa Disabled 
Five Miles from Shore. 


Towed into Avalon Bay by the Falcon. 


AVALON, Aug. 5-—{Regular Corre- 
spondence.] The first accident to any 
of the steamers between this port and 
the coast in many months happened 
yesterday to the Hermosa. The 
steamer left San Pedro on time, but 
when about five miles out a gasket on 
the manhole of one of the Boilers blew 
out and disabled her. Fortunately, she 
was not so far away but that her dis- 
tress whistle could be heard, and the 
Falcon, which had just arrived from 
Avalon, went to her relief and took 
her in tow, bringing her into Avalon at 
4:15 o'clock. The Hermosa made a 
heavy tow, as she was heavily loaded, 


The Warrior was also dispatched to 
the assistance of the Hermosa as soon 
as steam could be rmaised, when it was 
geen that the Falcon was towing her, 
but the Warrior, though she made as 
quick time as has ever been made 
across the channel, only caught up 
with the two boats as they entered the 
bay. The Falcon then turned back, 
not taking time to land and take on 
mail or waiting passengers, in order to 
make the afternoon run, and arrived 
here about an hour and a half late. 
The Collis, which had been chartered 
to assist in carrying the crowds of the 
midweek, had just returned to Santa 
Monica, and was recalled by telegraph, 
and arrived with the night crowd at 
9:45 o'clock.
